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THE CAMERA CRAFTSMAN

Thomas Edison once said that success is five per- 
cent inspirationand ninety-five percent perspiration. 


This theme has been beaten to death by writers 
and columnists in educational and business fields 
regularly since Edison first said it. Unfortunately, 
regardless of the amount of beating it takes, people 
regularly take the view that they canachieve success 
with a minimum of effort and one "great" idea. Per- 
haps another oft-repeated slogan is much responsible. 
It certainly describes the views of these people just 
as accurately as Edison's words state the truth. 


"Build a better mouse trapand the world will beat 
a path to your door. " 


I have nodoubt that better mouse traps are being 
built every day. Yet, one hears of few paths being 
beaten. This is true because of two facts: 


1. Besides the tremendous job that is involved 
in simply building one better mouse trap, 
few people realize the difficulties involved in 
building enough for the "world". 


2. The best possible mouse trap would remain 
unknown if the model were to remain in the 
privacy of your home. The work involved in 
letting the world know of it might be far greater 
than the work involved in building it. 


These are truths recognized consciously or sub- 
consciously by every successful person. Whether 
what you have is a skill or an idea, you must work 
diligently not only to prove the skill you have or change 
the idea into reality, but you must also work to in- 
form others of your availability. 


Having worked diligently to acquire a skill, your 
job is farfromcomplete. You must either then offer 
yourself to be tested by an employer ona job, or to 
be tested by hundreds or thousands of employers in 
your own business. In either case, salesmanship is 
the next step. On one hand, you must sell yourself 
to your employer, or, on the other, sell yourself to 
your many customers. If you lack the added skill of 
salesmanship, your prospective employer may have 
the ability to judge you without your sales effort or 
be willing to test you under conditions most favorable 
to yourself. This is perhaps the simplest way to 
enter the field of camera repair or any trade ona 
paying basis. 


Even though you lack sales ability, however, it 


is still possible for you to either gain the ability or 
use the services of someone who has it. You might 
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sell yourself to half a dozen photographic dealers, 
for example, who in turn will sell your services to 
their many customers. You might sell yourself to 
one “sales manager" who could in turn resell you to 
dealers or individuals who are in need of your ser- 
vices. 


The important point is that regardless of whether 
it is a mouse trap or a skill in repairing cameras, 
only half the jobis done when the trap is built or the 
skillisacquired. Youmuststill let people know about 
what you have and devote great time and effort tocon- 
vincing them that what you have is worth buying. 


As youfeel your strength swell with the new power 
acquired in your training, think also about the addi- 
tional steps you must take in order to transfer that 
power into cash returns. 


‘Your National Camera Repair School course de- 
votes a considerable portion of time and effort to the 
special work and peculiar road you must travel, in 
order to make your camera repair training a real 
route to success. Study Diligently! Study the theory 
and repeat the practice that will develop you into a 
skilled Camera Craftsman. At the same time, think 
conscientiously about the effort involved in channeling 
your skill toward honest and full success.

Suggestion of \the Moath 
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Craftsman---This is a word that has all but lost 
its meaning onthe Americanscene. You, as potential 
camera repairmen, have the opportunity and obliga- 
tion of making this title once again a deserving and 
meaningfulword. Knowledge, technique, and perfor- 
mance of skill are expected and necessary parts of 
any trade, but pride of workmanship seems to have 
been replaced by the desire to produce quantity rather 
than quality. Frequently, it will be necessary for 
you to design and manufacture accessories and parts 
for photographic equipment. That the part must oper- 
ate as intended and tolerances be correctis takenfor 
granted, but will the appearance of the article be a 
thing of beauty, something you can really be proud 
of accomplishing, or will it be merely a functionally 
tolerable job? Lessons #5 and #6, which deal di- 
rectly with this subject, are all too often completed 
in haste. I have rarely found a manufactured item 
for the practical assignment of these lessons that 
would not perform properly in it's intended use, but 
the appearance in many cases would leave much to 
be desired. Your instructor's comments and criti- 
cism on these assignments would be in com 
to an imaginary customer's reaction and opinion of 
the same work done for him.

Setbacks in two or three important industries need 
nolonger result in general slumps because of the bet- 
ter balanced spread of our economy. No important 
industry, except the federal government, now repre- 
sents 10% of the total economy. 


Not only can there be major setbacks in several 
important industries at one time without effecting the 
growing economy, but we can have a stronger econ- 
omy over the long run if one or two segments are in 
a process of readjustment at any given time. 


In the early 1800's agriculture represented about 
35% of total business. If the foreign demand weak- 
ened, it did not take much to cause a slump in busi- 
ness. In later years, the building of railroads, and 
steel and fabricating plants became increasingly im- 
portant. As our economy grew, the ability to supply 
more of our needs grew, too. We were soon supply- 
img most of our own textiles, as well as food and 
transportation and construction facilities. If railroad 
construction slumped in one year, inter-urban or 
some other type of constructionwould spurt and even 
things out. By the 1920's two new important indus- 
tries were added. Automobile manufacturing and 
servicing, and highway construction. Consequently, 
agriculture dropped from its 35% ofa century before 
to less than 1/8 of the total volume of business done 
in the country. We could, therefore, have very little 
railroad construction, and possibly a drop in farm 
exports, in the 1920's and still have a high level of 
prosperity. 


Since these early twenties, two more very im- 
portant additions to the economy have occurred. The 
firstis the federal government emerging as a major 
purchaser of goods and services. The second impor- 
tant change in the economy is the tremendous expan- 
sion in personal expenditures. This year personal 
expenditures will approximate a figure 75% above the 
average of the 1920's, and one which will represent 
about 65% of the total volume of goods and services 
produced. 


This tremendous outlay buys many things. The 
diversity, as well as the magnitude, of consumer pur- 
chases is important. It reinforces vigorously the 
diversity and magnitude that has developed in manu- 
facturing, distribution, transportation and govern- 
ment. 


At any one time in the 19th century, if railroad 
construction and agricultural exports both declined, 
the country was likely to have a serious depression. 
However, in 1956, farm income dropped 2 billion dol- 
lars below the 1953 level; also automobile production 
dropped about 1/6 from the 1955 total, and housing 
starts slid nearly 20%, but business as a whole has 
risen every quarter. Employment is at an all time 
high for this time of year. Of course, part of this is 


due to the fact that both government and business know 
better how to handle their affairs so as toreduce ex- 
tent of a recession, but the 1956 improvement in busi- 
ness, despite the decline in automobiles, agriculture 
and housing, is due more to the fact that declines in 
even these basic industries now have only minor in- 
fluences on our total economy. The sum total of the 
declines in these basic industries, although very im- 


portant to the industries themselves, was a drop of 
less than 2% in the total of all business done. 


Today agriculture represents less than 10% of 
the total economy; mining less than 2%; private con- 
struction less than 8%; metals manufacturing about 
5%, transportationless than 5%. Mostindustries now 
are subject to several different market influences, 
so, a mild depression might therefore affect only 
part of an industry, or might not affect it at all. 


Our healthy private markets tend to resist the ef- 
fects of business declines, too. Utility companies 
may not reduce their construction programs appreci- 
atively, and may even increase them, during mild 
down turns. 


Most large corporations tend tohandle their con- 
struction programs ona long range basis. Some types 
of commercial construction might be delayed by a 
recession, but others might be encouraged. Some 
manufacturing will ordinarily decline in a mild re- 
cession but other types might expand at the same time 
and reverse the trend.

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Most of the equipment you receive will be well 
worth repairing. Eventhough the original purchase 
price of a camera might have been under $10. 00 the 
few working parts are so simple that only a minimum 
charge will be necessary to restore it to operating 
condition. 


However, there are times when you will be asked 
to repair equipment that is just not worth fixing. 
Some will be inexpensive originally and it will be 
quite obvious that it is not an economical repair. 
Another, though, may have cost the owner a greatdeal 
several years agoand was considered a good camera 
at that time. 


The first thing to consider is whether it is being 
manufactured at the present time. There are a few 
cameras that were designed so well that very few 
changes have been made since they were first manu- 
factured. However, forevery one of these there are 
many more that were produced for only a short time 
and are completely off the market now. Some of these 
were made by manufacturers who have since gone out 
of business or have been absorbed by other manufac- 
turers. Other equipment may have been made by a 
well knownand very dependable company but was re- 
placed in their line by afar better piece of equipment. 
In either case the chances are very slim that parts 
will be available. Most American manufacturers will 
continue to make parts for old models several years 
after production has stopped, but foreign companies 
seldom follow this practice. 


Availibility of parts then is one item to consider. 
The next, and most important usually, is the present 
value of the camera. There are two sources of this 
information available, one published by PTN and the 
other by Photo Dealer. With the help of these lists 
you can give your customer a fair evaluation of his 
equipment, and, after comparing this to the approxi- 
mate charge for the repair he can easily decide 
whether the repair is economical or not. 


Ocas sionally you will be askedto repair a camera 
that is obviously worth only a fraction of the price 
necessary to restore it to working condition---your 
duty of course,.is to give your honest opinion---but 
eventhen your customer may insist that he wants the 
work done, maybe because the camera is an heir- 
loom. Whatever the reason, don'tforget that age and 
hard use can cause your job time to increase tremen- 
dously and you must be paid for your time regardless. 


Learn to spot uneconomical repairs before you 
have givenan estimate or you may find yourself stuck 
with "dogs" that are almost impossible to fix.

Because the economy is now so complex, the re- 
ductions in markets must affect many areas very ser- 
iously to offsetthe impactof the growth in new areas, 
and in other healthy ones. Therefore, a decline in 
just a few need not trigger even a small recession. 


This spread provides sources of support to the 
economy when some of the consumption, construc- 
tion, production, distribution, transportation, or 
service segments show signs of weakness. 


These signs of weakness themselves, however, 
should not always be taken as evidence of ill health. 
They are more often the method by which our economy 
becomes stronger As long as only twoor- three major 
industries are having to adjust at any given time, the 
economy can prosper and the materials and labor 
which the adjustment in these few industries releases, 
can be absorbed in part or entirely by other indus- 
tries. Let's suggest, then, that if the economy is to 
prosper as a whole, a continuous series of minor ad- 
justments is a sign, not ‘that the economy is in bad 
shape, but rather that the economy is making neces- 
sary adjustments and growing in a healthy fashion. 
Some economists were much perturbed in the spring 
of 1956 because automobile production and housing 
starts both dropped, while agriculture too, was ina 
relatively weak position. They should have been 
pleased that these adjustments were being made at 
this time for this meant that necessary and healthy 
adjustments could be made without triggering danger- 
us reactions. 


It means too that 1957 and succeding years will 
see a healthier economy. This economy which can 
absorb adjustments in some areas because other 
areas are inbetter shape from previous adjustments, 
means that we need have little fear of any large re- 
cessions in the coming years.
